For the remaining years of this decade, the relationship between'state government 
and higher education will be more intense, complex and potentially troublesome than in 
any perio<f. in recent past. Renewed recognition is being given to the central role that 
higher education plays in states* economic futures — in preparing a work force for the 
changing economy and in bolstering statej' positions in the intensively competitive world 
market. This is fueling a new sense of urgency about the effectiveness and 
responsiveness of states' systems for coordinating, governing and financing colleges and 
universities. It is not uncommon to hear a governor or state legislator remark, "We 
cannot hope to compete with other states for new industry and jobs if we keep spreading 
limited resources across too many mediocre institutions, and if we can^t get our act 
together amid intense bickering among various institutional interests." Or, ^d be willing 
to put much more money into higher education if only I had confidence that the priorities 
were more clearly defined, that institutional missions were more sharply focused and 
that the existing coordinating structure was willing and able to make tough choices 
among competing options." 

This sense of urgency is leading many states to reexamine their higher education 
systems. From 1985 through 1987, at least 22 states had special studies or blue-ribbon 
commissions on higher education. In at least 14 of these states, changes m state 
structure for coor^nation and governance was an issue. Several other states either 
macted or seriously debated reorganization proposals. 

What are the underlying issues behind this activity? Economic development 
continues to be the dominant theme. State officials, who sense the urgency of the world 
competitive scene, are often frustrated by the difficulties in getting responses from a 
highly decentralized and often aloof higher education system. This frustration can lead 
to proposals for restructuring. 

Also important is a perceived mismatch between the existing higher education 
system and the changing needs of the state and its people. Issues include changes in 
demography, the growing needs of adults for retraining and professional development and 
special concerns about minorit'^ participation in higher education. 

Concerns are also consistently expressed that the higher education system may be 
overextended; that limited public resources are being spread over too many institutions 
with too little attention to differentiation of missions and quality. Accountability ~ 
especially a focus on educational outcomes — is a frequent emphasis. 

Throughout the past IS years, several other perennial issues have motivated 
governors and legislators to propose that higher education systems be restructured. 
These may be long-standing irritants whose urgency increases as economic conditions 
v#orsen. 

0 Actual or potmtial du^cation of h^(h-eo8t graduate and prof essional The 
issue may arise in a variety of ways: through pressures of a growing urban area to 
have accessible graduate and professional programs which would duplicate or 
threaten support for similar programs at the staters major research university 
(frequently located away from major urban areas) or through successful efforts to 
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influence legislators or "end-runs" by institutions to get legislative approval of new 
programs. 

0 VlriU« oonflict btttw%m tht aspinitioiis of two institutions (often under separate 
fovwning boerds) located in one geographic area* Major reorganization proposals 
(merger, consolidation, etc.) usually occur after years of less dramatic efforts to 
achieve impiX>ved cooperation and coordination. 

0 legislative reaetion to intense institutional lobbying. As the governor and 
legislature face politically difficult and unattractive choices, increasingly focused on 
curtailmtmt rather than expansion of programs, intense lobbying by competing 
institutional interests becomes a major irritant. State task forces frequently seek 
ways to push the battles away from the immediate political process in the hope that 
they can be resolved within the higher education community. 

0 Phiposals to elosa, mcrgie or change the missions of institutions. The issue may 
involve small, isolated rural institutions or institutions that are in close proximity. 
There is often a sense that the current system is unable to contain political actions 
that appear to be contrary to good planning and efficient use of resources. For 
example, an influential legislator may succeed in blocking action to change the 
mission or close an institution in his or her district because of serious economic 
consequences for the area; or a legislator may succeed in getting a bill enacted to 
change the mission of an institution in his or her district despite evidence that the 
new mission is inappropriate. 

0 Concerns about the need for improved coordination among the many institutions 
offering one- and two-year voeatlonal» technical or oceupationel programs. In the 
past five years, more than 20 states have addressed issues concerning coordination 
and governance of community colleges and technical institutes. 

0 Concerns about the effectiveness of the state coordinating or governing agoiey. In 

states where serious reorganization proposals are made, political leaders frequently 
express opinions that the existing board (or its staff) is providing ineffective 
leadership or lacks the political influence and judgment to address the critical issues 
facing the state. These issues may be longstanding conflicts such as mentioned 
above. The sense often is that the existing board is more focused on detailed 
administrative, r^;ulatcry or internal management affairs than on planning and the 
strategic policy issues facing the systei?^ or state. Reorganization is often proposed 
not simply because the formal authority of the previous board was inadequate to the 
task but because of a desire to change the leadership and personalities involved in 
the process. 

Description of State Structures 

As background for a review of the current status and recent changes in state 
structures, the following is a summary of basic functions and approaches in coordination 
and governance. 
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Basic State Funetions 



States usually carry out four functions: 

0 Gknrwnanee of public institutions. All states assign responsibility for the operation 
of public colleges and universities to governing boards. The names of the boards 
var^y but ^ard of trustees" and "board of regents^ are the most common. The 
responsibility of these boards is much the same as that of a board of directors of any 
nonprofit corporation. They hire the chief executive, establish policies and approve 
actions related to faculty and other personnel; ensure institutional fiscal integrity; 
and perform other planning^ policy and management functions. In some states, theie 
is a separate governing board for each public institution; in other states, ^multi- 
campus boards" govern more than one irotitution or campiis. In still other states, 
"consolidated" governing boards are responsible for all institutions in the state. 

0 CompttfjenBive plaiming. Most states carry out some form of comprehensive 
planning; that is, planning that examines the long-range higher education needs in the 
state, establishes state goals and objectives, considers the resources of all 
institutions in th^ state (often both public and private) and recommends public policy 
priorities. In some states, this process is focused on a "master plan"; in others, 
planning is carried out through special studies of specific issues resulting in a series 
of reports rather than in a single document* 

0 Academic program revieir. Most states examine proposals from institutions for new 
academic programs, and an increasing number of states examine existing programs. 
During the period of rapid growth of the 1960s, states established program-review 
mechanisms to curb unnecessary duplication and encourage development of good 
programs. Now, as resources and enrollments decline, the emphasis is on providing 
for orderly modiflcation or termination of programs. 

0 Resource aUoeation. All states have processes for reviewing and approving 
institutional operating and capital budgets and budgets for state student assistance 
programs. 

Beyond these functions, states administer state ar I federal grant programs (state 
student assistance programs are the largest of these) a ^C regulate which institutions can 
operate within the state (institutional licensure or authorization). 

Status of State Structures 

The status of state structures as of the end of 1987 according to the broad 
categories of "consolidated governing board" and "coordinating board" is shown in Table 
I. The table lists the states acwrding to the extent of the authority of the principal 
higher education board or agency. 

0 Twenty-three states have adopted consolidated governing-board structures. In these 
states, most, if not all, public institutions are governed by a single board. In other 
words, rather than having governing boards for each institution or for groups of 
institutions, these states have elected to give one board operating responsibility for 
all institutions. 

0 Twenty-three states have adopted coordinating-board structures. In these states, a 
state agency has been established between the governing boards of institutions and 
the governor and legislature. The organization, legal authority and functions of 
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coordinating boards vary greatly from state to state. In general, these boards allow 
state governments to carry out centralized functions such as comprehensive planning 
and review of budgets and academic programs, while also allowing for the 
decentralized management of institutions by governing boards. Coordinating boards 
also can play a critical role in negotiating the resolution of tensions between state 
government and the higher education institutions, or among segments of higher 
education. They do not hire campus chief executives. Four states (Alaska, Oregon, 
Florida and New Hampshire) have both a consolidated governing board or 
multiscampus system for their senior institutions as well as a coordinating or 
planning agency and thus are listed twice in Table I. 

0 Four states (Delaware, Michigan, Nebraska and Vermont) and the District of 
Columbia have higher education planning agencies with limited authority. In each of 
these states, higher education governance is the responsibility of two or more boards, 
while in the District of Columbia, all public institutions are governed by a single 
consolidated board. 

Moving from left to right in Table I, the states with the most comprehensive 
statewide governing boards are listed on the left, whereas the states with coordinating 
boards or state agencies with only limited planning authority are listed toward the 
right. The extent of a state agency^ authority to approve academic programs, followed 
by the board^s role in the budgetary process, are used to place states in different 
columns. 

The organizational structure, authority and staffing of the higher education 
systems listed under "consolidated governing board" vary far more than the two 
categories listed in Table I. The board in Wyoming is essentially responsible for a single 
institution. The govwning boards in Florida, Georgia, Maine, Massachusetts, Nevada, 
New Hamfeishire, North Carolina, Oregon, Utah, West Virginia and Wisconsin have a chief 
executive officer with the title of chancellor or president who has line authority related 
to the campuses. The boards in Mississippi, Montana, North Dakota, Rhode Island and 
Utah have the cldef staff persons with the title of "commissioners" with leadership 
responsibility but not line authority related to the campuses. In Arizona, Idaho, Iowa, 
Kansas and South Dakota, the boards have executive officers who are responsible 
primarUy for staff support to the board rather than policy leadership and line authority 
for the system. 

Also not reflected in Table I are the variety of governing board arrangements 
within states with coordinating boards. These range from states in which each institution 
has its own governing board (Washir^on, for example) to states in which all institutions 
are under two or more consolidated governing boards or multicampus universities 
(California, Connecticut, Illinois and Tennessee, as examples), to states with a mixed 
pattern of singles-institution boards, consolidated governing boards and multicampus 
universities (Colorado and Maryland, as examples). 

Other subtle differences among states that cannot be shown in an illustration 
underscore the d&nger of attempts to transpose one state s structure to another. For 
example: 

0 Different roles of the legislative and executive branches of state government. In 
some states, the legislature plays the dominant role, and effective relations with 
that branch of government are essential to the success of the coordinating or 
governing mechanism. In other states, the governor is the key figure.

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0 Differences in size of systems. In general, states that have consolidated governing 
boards rather than coordinating boards have systems of higher education that are less 
complex and enrollments are smaller. Seventeen of the 23 states with consolidated 
governing boards have enrollments in public institutions of fewer than 100,000; 9 
have enrollments of fewer than 25,000. Exceptions are principally the states that 
have created consolidated boards over the past decade — Massachusetts, North 
Carolina and Wisconsin. In contrast, 19 of the 23 states with coordinating boards 
have enrollments in public institutions of more than 100,000, 9 have enrollments of 
more than 200,000. To maintain decentralized governance in states with 
coordinating boards, 9 public institutions are governed by two or more statewide 
muiticampus board in 9 states and by both multi-campus and single-institution 
boards in the other 16 states. 

0 Differences in advocacy role. Governing boards generally function as advocates for 
the institutions they govern, especially in the budget process. Coordinating boards 
tend to look at issues from the perspective of state government. Each plays a 
fundamentally different role in the state policy process. This difference is most 
pronounced in comprehensive or master planning. Coordinating boards usually carry 
out planning related to all higher education sectors. In contrast, planning by 
governing-board states almost always focuses on the needs of the institutions 
governed, which means that these states generally lack formal mechanisms for 
comprehensive statewide planning. 

0 Differences in state-level functions. States with coordinating boards centralize 
certain state-level functions that ^verning boards do not ordinarily perform. For 
example, governing boards usually do not perform state government functions that 
apply to independent institutions or to public institutions they do not govern (often 
community colleges or technical institutes). They usually do not administer federal 
and state student financial assistance and institutional grant programs (although 
there are several exceptions in the area of student aid), and they also do not 
ordinarily license or authorize institutions. States with governing boards also usually 
find it necessary to carry out elsewhere in the executive and legislative branches 
certain oversight functions related to aU higher education sectors, such as budget 
analysis, procpram review or analysis of program duplication. In general, then, states 
find that consolidated governing boards can address some objectives, like providing a 
single accountability point for the efficient management of public institutions, but 
that certain "state-interest" functions must be performed elsewhere in the executive 
and legislative branches of state government. Coordinating boards generally perform 
these "state-interest" functions, although (as stressed earlier) the extent to which 
states consolidate all functions under one coordinating board varies greatly from 
state to state. 

0 Different traditions regarding the state role in relation to institutions. In some 
states, the government has traditionally treated all public institutions as state-owned 
and regulated agencies. The institutions are subject to the same procedural controls 
applicable to other state agencies. In other states, institutions are treated as state- 
assisted, privately controlled entities and are exempt from most state procedural 
controls. In still other states, the pattern is mixed. 

0 Intangible, subtle differences in tradition and quality of leadership. What makes all 
classification difficult is that perhaps the most important distin^ishing features of 
any state's higher education system relate to matters of tradition and leadership. 
While traditions may endure, the leadership capabilities of board members, the staffs 
of statewide agencies and the chief executive officers of institutions change. A 
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board that is recognized as strong and effective at one point may be seen as weak 
and ineffective at anotheri primarily because of changes in composition of the board 
and behavior oi board members. Far more than the formal authority of a board, the 
factors that most ftequently define board effectiveness are the prestige and quality 
of board members; the ability of the board to function as a cohesive group rather 
than as a collection of individual intarests; the ability of the board to organize its 
work to emphasize policy rather than administration through careful design of 
agendas and effective use of committees; and the reputation of the board staff 
among both political and Institutional leaders for its objectivity, fairness, sound 
Judgment and commitment to conflict resolution. 

Changes in State Strueture 

The basic patterns of state-level organization of higher education across the 
nation today were in place in the early 1970s, with the exception of only a few states. 
The year 1972 marked the eul-nination of more than a decade of development of state 
higher education agencies formed to coordinate the massive expansion of higher 
education in the late 19S0s and 1960s. By that year, 4*^ states had established either 
consolidated governing boards responsible for all senior institutions (and in some cases, 
community and Junior colleges also) or coordinating boards responsible for statewide 
planning and cjor^nation of two or more governing boards. Three small states with 
limited numt ^ of institutions continued to handle statewide higher education issues 
throu^i the existing governing boards and direct involvement of the gove:^nor and the 
legislature without \ special statewide coordinating or governing agency. 

Throu{^ the 1970s, 12 states made changes in higher education structure that 
could be characterized as significant: 7 states that had previously adopted a 
coordinating board as opposed to a statewide governing board took steps to strengthen 
that coordinating function, either modifying the authority of the r^xisting agency or 
replacing that agency with a new body with increased regulatory authority. Two states 
replaced their coordinating bodies with statewide governing boards. The other 3 states 
made adjustments that reflected their unique political and structural situations. 

The period of the 1970s was one of maturation of the coordinatii^ and governing 
patterns established in the previous decade. It was a period, however, of continued 
strengthening of the authority of state boards. Of even greater f>^^gnificance, the 1970s 
s^H a major increase in the involvement of other executive branch agencies and 
legislative staffs in higher education affairs, especially in budgetary matters, 
bicreasingly sophisticated legislators, backed by professional staffs, became more 
directly involved in both the substance and procedures of state higher education policy. 

In the early 1980$, the pattern of the 1970s continued. Major changes occurred in 
only a few states. Several states (Florida, Minnesota, North Carolina and Tennessee, as 
examples) reorganized state-level governance of community colleges, vocational-- 
technical institutes and related programs. Other states such as Pennsylvania reorganized 
and consolidated the governance of major higher education sectors. Rhode Island 
abandoned its single board for all levels of education and established a separate 
governing board for its three public higher education institutions. The most far-reaching 
changes occurred in Massachusetts, where a new statewide governing board was 
established to replace all existing state agencies and boards, and in Connecticut, where 
the idea of a single governing board was rejected and a new and strengthened 
coordinating board was established. 
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Changes sinee 1985. From 1985 throuj^ 1987, approximately 17 states considered 
higher education reorganization proposals ranging from relatively minor changes in state 
board authority to major restructuring of the total system. Actual changes were made in 
only 5 states. 

0 In Colorado and Washington, the existing coordinating boards were replaced by 
similar but strengthened coordinating bodies. In both cases, a range of alternatives 
was debated, including a single statewide "superboard" and realignment of 
institutional boards under segmental boards ^ boards with responsibility for several 
institutions. 

0 In Alaska, in a change brought about by the board of regents of the University of 
Alaska and not by the governor or legislature, all the institutions under the university 
were realigned under three university centers, each headed by a chancellor. Each of 
the community colleges is now assigned to one of these centers. The formal 
authority of che Alaska Postsecondary Education Commission was not changed, but 
budget and staff reductions have severely curtailed the capacity of that agency to 
carry out its statutory functions. 

0 In Oregon, the Oregon Education Coordinating Commission was abolished and the 
agency's functions were continued under the Oregon Office of Educational Policy and 
Planning in the governor's office. 

0 In Texas, as the result of recommendations of the Select Committee on Higher 
Education, the name of the Coordinating Board, Texas College and University 
System, was changed to the Texas Higher Education Coordinating Board. The board's 
authority was expanded to give it power to set enrollment limits and to create a 
realistic and effective master plan for higher education. 

In several other states, E»x>posa]s were made by blue-ribbon commissions or 
debated in legislatui>es but were not adopted before the end of 1987. 

0 In Maryland, debate continues r^arding a range of alternatives from 
consolidating all the senior institutions under one governing board, on the one 
hand, to replacing the existing coordinating board with a new but similar board 
and establishing governing boards for each of the state colleges currently under 
a single segmental board, on the other. 

0 The California Commission for the Review of the Master Plan for Higher 
Education recommended that the governance structure of the community 
colleges be strengthened substantially. It recommended the creation of a 
community college system to be administered as a unified state/local system by 
the board of governors with broad policy-making cid management 
responsibilities in both academic and financial affairs. 

0 A blue-ribbon commission in Oklahoma recommended that the present system 
of 17 governing boards be reduced to 5, focused on three tiers, and that the role 
and authority of the existing coordinating board be retained. While these 
recommendations were not adopted by the legislature, other options for 
strengthening the higher education system continue to be discussed. 

0 The Kansas legislature debated proposals to place the community colleges 
t der their own state board or under the jurisdiction of the state board of 
regenta. No final action was taken before the end of 1987. 
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A significant change in governance of a different kind occurred in New Jersey. 
State college autonomy legislation enacted in 1986 strengthened the independent 
governance of the state colleges and exempted them from a number of detailed state 
fiscal and procedural controls. The legislation empowers the boards of trustees to 
manage their institutions' fiscal operations; authorizes the colleges to contract and 
handle all their own transactions without going to the state treasv;y; and establishes a 
state college governing-board association to oversee the boards' position in the new 
governing arrangement. 

Consolidated Governance as an Option 

A frequently asked question is: Has there been any discernible trend toward single 
statewide consolidated governing boards such as were adopted in North Carolina and 
Wisconsin in the early 19708 and in Massachusetts in 1980? In most of the states that 
have undergone major reorgpuiization in recent years, the option of a single governing 
board has been considered along with a variety of other options. What may be most 
significant is that in the 15 or more states where this option has been considered in the 
past 10 years, it has been adopted in only 1. In ali others, the choice has been to retain 
but strmgthen an existing coordinating mechanism while maintaining a separate system 
of institutional govemanet. Nevertheless, the idea a consolidated governing board 
continues to be of great intwest in 3 or 4 states. 

Despite differences in formal authority, both coordinating boards and 
consolidating governing boards have been criticized by governors and legislators in a 
number of states because of a tendency to focus on administrative, regulatory or internal 
govwnance issues and to give insufficient attention to the difficult policy issues facing 
the state. What these states appear to be seeking is not necessarily more centralized 
governance or strong regulatory control but more effective policy leadership from the 
state's higher education board. 

New Themes in Proposals for Improved State Coordination^ 

Several themes have been emphasized with increasing frequency in state debates 
about reorganization. 

0 Increasing need for more effective state policy leadership. This is reflected in calls 
for actions by state boards and their executives as well as institutional leaders to set 
forth a vision for how higher education can contribute to the state's future, raise the 
level of the state'^ aspiration for the quality of its higher education system and 
pursue strategies that will resolve long-standing policy dilemmas. There may be a 
sense that the existing way the state is organized does not provide a means for these 
broader issues to be raised and addressed. Or, state leaders may feel that the 
intensity of political battles about one issue or another in higher education is hurting 
not only higher education but also the state as a whole. 

0 Continuing interest in decentralization and deregulation. A countervailing tendency 
to the interest in stronger st&le policy leadership is the continuir^ interest, 
motivated by trends in tlie private sector and other governmental arenas, in 
decentralization and deregulation. Options either already adopted by some states or 
under consideration by others include: 

Increasing recognition of the importance of institutional governing boards. 
Actions include: efforts to improve the quality of gubernatorial appointments 



to governing boards, encouraging greater participation of board members m 
training programs and increased delegation to boards of management 
responsibilities previously controlled by one or more state agencies. Also 
related to this are conscious efforts to establish conditions that are conducive 
to attracting, retaining and rewarding effective college and university 
presidents. 

Increasing financial mam^ement flexibility for institutions. The most 
extensive changes involve a significant reduction in the number of line items in 
the state budget and delegation of extensive authority to institutions for 
shifting funds among programs and accounts, for carry-over of funds at the end 
of the fiscal year and for retaining and investing institutional revenues. In 
other states, detailed procedural controls in areas such as purchasing and 
personnel previously handled by executive branch agencies have been delegated 
to institutions. 

Promoting institutional renewal through a combination of decentralized 
governance and increased use of incentives (changes in the base funding 
systems as well as new competitive categorical grant programs). These and 
othw charigee r#flect a growing awareness of the limitations of traditional 
state fiscal and regulatwy controls and an interest in exploring new policy tools 
aimed at stimulating elective decentralized management and a creative, 
'nx>ttom-up'* renewal within Idgher education. Deliberate attempts are being 
made to balance two approaches. On the one hand, centralized improvements 
will be made in strate^e planning and resolution of major policy coordination 
issues. On the other hand, institutional renewal will be promoted through 
decentralized management and increased use of incentives rather than 
traditional policy directives and regiOations. 

o Continuing attention to mission differentiation and ways to encourage diversity. 
Issues regarding missim differentiation are certainly not new. What is apparent, 
however, is that despite the best efforts of state coordinating and governing bodies, 
the politics and basic incentive structures of state systems seem to lead to 
uniformity and ^r.courage institutions to aspire to a single rather than multiple 
definitions of exceT and prestige. An underlying issue in several of the recent 
state studies has l^^^^n a perception that the existing systems of finance and 
governance (indiH^m:^ r ilti-ftampus universities) have tended to spread limited 
resources unifor^ii^'' institutions rather than target resources in ways that 

respect and encoui . : on 01^-31 institutional missions. 

Premises 

The following are premises that a state should seriously consider before embarking 
on a major reorganization of its higher education structure. 

o Reorganization should be seen as a means to an end rather than as an end in itself. 
States become embroiled in governance debates without defining the real issues that 
are driving the debate. In some cases, the real issue is that the governor or 
legi^ture has lost faith in a specific individual. In other cases, it may be that the 
state is frustrated with the seeming inability of the legislature to confront major 
policy dilemmas, and the hope is that throu^ a new governing structure the issues 
can be faced and the deadlocks broken. The questions to ask are these: What 
specific issues need to be addressed? Is reorganization the only or the best means to 
do tills? 
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0 Before reorganizingi the state should clarify its own vision and its goals and 
objectives for higher education. Reorganization without a sense of purpose or 
direction may be more damaging than maintaining the status quo. 

0 State interests are not necessarily the same as the sum of institutional interests. 
This does not mean that the two have to be in conflict. The point is that the state 
(or system) perspecti/e iS| by definitioni different from that of the perspective of 
individual institutions. Each president should be primarily an advocate for his or her 
institution^ needs while at the same time support efforts of others to ensure that the 
state and system needs are met. The state must be concerned with how the total 
system (institutions with different missions; publici private and proprietary 
institutions) fits together in a strategy to meet the state's education, social and 
economic goals* An effective coordiifiating mechanism is one that addresses the 
state or systemwide issues while at the same time reinforcing effective institutional 
leadership and governance. 

o State coordination is not the same as governance. Coordination is concerned 
primarily with the state and system perspective — the framework within which 
governance tsJces place. Governance, on the other hand, relates to the direction and 
operation of individual institutions or groups of institutions. This distinction is 
important because states often try to solve coordination problems with governance 
alternatives or vice versa. 

0 States should examine the total policy structure and procc. including the roles of 
the governor, agencies of the executive branch and the legislature, rather than focus 
exclusively on the formal higher education structure. It is not uncommon for states 
to consider changing the higher education structure when, in reality, the source of 
the problem lies elsewhw e. 

0 States should ask themselves whether reorganization is the only means for addressing 
the problems that have been identified. It may take three to five years for a newly 
organized system to begin to function effectively. For example, have changes in 
people in key positions, financing or othar alternatives been explored? 

0 State coordination of higher education is the most complex, difficult balancing act in 
state government. There are no simple answers, no absolutes. Conflicts are the 
reality. The challenge is to resolve those conflicts as close to the real problems as 
possible. What worked at one point, with one set of actors, may not work at another 
point. 

The complexity and intensity of the state government's relations with higher 
education over the next decade will demand new and creative solutions. What worked in 
the past may not be adequate today. State and institutional leaders share responsibility 
for ensuring that mechanisms are established to resolve major conflicts while advancing 
essential values and interests of both the states and higher education.

It Is 
requred to estoUish o statewide doto boso with ' .tensive Mormotlon from 
oiS instltutlonsi public ond private. The commission hos statutory outhorlty 
to review Instltutlonol buogets, to advise on the need for ond location off 
new campuses, and to review olt proposals ffor new pio^'ams In iSe public 
segnnents. The commisslonTi primarx purpose Is to prevent unnecessary 
duplication ond to coordinote efffforts ornong the educational segments. The 
comrolsslonPs efffforts ore directed by Its fflv»*year plan wMch sets out 
educational gools and stolewlde Issues, portlculorly ttiose thot concern 
large numbers off coliegM, universities and proprietary sdwols. 

The commission Is composed of 15 memberss 9 members ore appointed 
ffrom the general publla 3 by the go\wfior, 3 by the Senate Rules 
Committee, and 3 by tl» AssemM/s speaker.

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education. The plan Is updated onnuolly. Recently^ though the Commission 
mos chosen not to publish o '*plan** per se but ratlier plonning documentSi 
such as 'Y'rospectus 2000^ — a series on the future and higher education. 

State Studant Anistanoe aid Loon Agencies 

The Califomia Student Aid Commlssic administers student scholorship and 
grant pro^-oms. The commission has established o state student loan 
guarantee ageiKy ffor the ffederol guaranteed student loon program pursuant 
to the Education Amendments of 1976. Callffomlo portlclpotes In the 
ffederol state student incentive grant program. 

State Board of Voootlonal Education 

In Cailffomla, the State Board off Education hos been designated by the 
Federal Government as the State Board off Vocotionol Education. Most 
responslbltltles, however, ore execu.^ed by o Joint Committee on Vocotionol 
Education wWdi hos equol representation ffrom both the Board off Education 
and ffrom the Board off Governors off the Collffomla Community Colleges.

The State Department off Education's Offfflce off Private Postsecondory 
Education, under the authority off tiie superintendent off public instructioni 
Ikis opproval and licensing authority ffor both degree-y anting md 
nondegree-grontlng postsecorKlary programs, school s» colleges and 
universities wItMn the stote. 

Voluntary or Stotutory Committees ffor Artlculation, Communication, etc.» 
Between Elementary-Secondary and Postsecondory Education 

A voluntary Articulation Conferencei with on odininlstrative committeei is 
composed of secondary school personneli orui representatives of the various 
segments of postsecondory education and of the Postsecondory EdiKotion 
Commission. In oddition to an annuo! statewide meetii>g|- committees 
operate In special interest areas throughout the year. Because the State 
Deportment of Education has removed its support this Council is virtually 
moribund. 

Reloted Nongovernmental Organizations With Staffs ond Programs — 
Representing Both Public and Private Institutions 

The California Association of Community Colleges includes both public ond 
independent institutions. However, inasmuch us there are few indcp^^ndent 
two-year colleges in the stotei tlic associotion is orietitcd primarily toward 
public institutions.

to Governor Mortho Loyne Collins in November, 1985, its first Strategic 
Pla n for Higher Edjcotion in Kentucky, The Plan puts forth olcHesaT 
timely goals for Kentucky and o set off strotegies for jchievement in the 
oreos of educotionol ottolnment and access, ocodemlc prugrom excellence, 
economic development, odvococy and accountability, and resource 
management. It lays out priorities for funding and colls upon tlie 
universities to be full partners in achieving state gools. In developing ttie 
Pion, the Council also considered tlie recommendations of the 1961 
Prictwrd Committee report, I n Poi'suit of Excellence. This loy group 
Identified critical issues ond trends likely to affect higtier education in the 



future and developed "irood-bosed proposals for the direction of Kaitucky 
higher education ir. ..le I980^s and !990^s. Also considered by the Council 
were the results of two studies completed by independent consultants on 
the monogement of the institutions in 1962 and on the professional schools 
in 1983. 

A report of systemwide progress, including the contributions of each 
institution to the advancement of statewide goots, will be published 
bienniolly in odd-numbered yeors in prepjrotion for the legislative budgei 
process and presentotion to the Governor of budget recommendations lor 
higher educotioru The PlonTs goals and objectives will be updated as 
necessary to meet the changing needs of the state.

The Board of Governors of The Uriversit/ of North Corolino wos redefined, 
effective Jul/ I, 1972, in order tu foster the devciopment of o well-planned 
and coordlnoted s/stem of higher e<^o^tian in North Carolina, to improve 
the quality of educotion, to extend its berefits and to encouro ^ an 
economical use of the stote^s resources* The board is composed 32 
members, 8 of whom ore elected by the legisloture ever/ 2 /ears. t:ach 
group of 8 must include o minimum of 1 woman, I meiTiber of o minorit/ 
race and I member of the part/ which oonstihites the minorit/ in the 
legisloture. All 32 meiviberSt serving eight-/ear terms ^f officei ar« 
deemed members-ot -large, diorge«i with the responsibility of serving the 
best interests of the whole stote. The board has stotutor/ authority for 
planning ond developing o coordlnoted system of higher education Ibicluding 
public junior, senior, vocational and technical and privote Institutions. It 
olso functions os the stotutor/ governing agency for 16 senior public 
institutions in Ihe stote and administers stotewide federol or stote 
programs thor provide aid to institutions or students of pMtsecondar/ 
education throiigh ^ ogency, except those reloted exclusively to the 
Community College System. In addition, the board has stotutory oLthority 
l-> for program approval and making consolidated budget recommendations for 
^ public senior institutions. The chief administrative officer of the 
university, the presidenti is elected by the* board and serves ot the pleasure 
of the board North Carolina does not ' on office of secretary of 
education, and the Board of Governors does no* serve as o cabinet 
deportment but gives advice and recommendations concerning Mgher 
education to the governor, the Generol Assembly^ the Advisory Budget 
Commii3ion anf* the boards of trustees of the institutions. 

The Generol Assembly ot its 1979 session, created the Stote Board of 
Community Colleges and provided that, effective Jonuory I, 1981, full 
authority for the ' overnment of the community college system would shift 
from the Stote Boord of EducofC > to this board. Thr Stote Board of 
Community Colleges consists of !9 menibers: the lieutenont goverrwr and 
the stote treasurer, serve ex officio; I person Is appointed by the governor 
from eoch of 6 community college trustee ossoclotion regions, 4 people ore 
appointed by the governor from the stote ot lorge; and the General 
Assembly by Joint resolution selects 7 persais from the stote at lorge end 
the governor appoints these persons to membership on the Stote Board* 
The Stote Board of Community Colleges has estoblished o Stote deportment 
of Community Colleges :rd adopts ond administers necessory policies, 
regulotions and stondords for iht establishm' *it ond operotion of Ihot 
deportment. The Stote Board also elects the stote president of the 
Community College System, who is tlie chief odmlnislrotive of ficer of that 
doportmetit. Provlsior is mode for the staff of tiie Deportment of 
Community Colleges. The State Boord now hos stotutory Gjthority for 26 
community colleges. 30 technicol colleges ond ? lechnicol in5titu:es. 
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Institutional Governing Boards 



Under the stotute creating tlie E3oard of Governors, o 12-member boord of 
trustees, with the president of tlie student government of the institutions 
OS on ex officio member, was provided for eoch cf the \6 senior public 
Institutions. Responsibilities ore largely delegated by the Board of 
Governors. Eoch conrvnunity college, tjctwiicol college and technicol 
institute is governed by o board of trustees consisting of 13 members, with 
ttie president of ttie sturilent government or the ciKilrman of the executive 
board of the student body of each community college, tectmicol college ond 
technical institute as on -x officio, nonvoting member of the board of 
trustees of each Institution. 

IMoster Planning 

In April 1976, the Board of Governors odopted o long-ronge (1976-1981) 
plan for The University of North Corolino, bosed Jcgely on five-yeor plons 
submitted by eoch of the 16 institutions. The university plan defined the 
ocodemlc role of each of thf Institutions, autliorized the planning of 
requested ocodemlc programs, provided for the onnuol revision of the plon 
and initloted o systemotic review of oil current degree progroms offered by 
tlie constituent Institutions. 

A second edition of the long-ronge pic.i wos published in November 1977, 
extending the planning period to 1 977-1 982. This edition devoted porticulor 
ottentlon to the pubilc services programs of the university. A third edition 
of the long-rar>ge plan wos published in December 1978, extending Ihe 
planning period to 1978-1983. The fourth edition of the plan for the period 
1980-1985 wos adopted Februory 13, 1981. The fifth edition of the plan 
wos for t^J period 1982-1987 wos odopted September 9, I98J. The sixtli 
edition of the plan for the period 1984-1989 wosodopied October 10, 1985. 

The ne .t edition of the k.«g-range plon will again cover five yeors, 1986- 
1987 through I990-I99L The preporotion of the plooning document will 
ogoin be n joint endeovoi. Eoch institution, under the directloi. of the 
chancellor, will develop and &abmit proposed omendn.snts to its current 
five-yeor pUm. The president's stoff will be engaged olso in university-wide 
planning, throjgh vorious speciol studlt^s and program reviews, ond will 
engage in apprup.iote con$ul*nHor with lep'-esentotives of the Cornnie:*!ty 
College System, of the private colleges ond univefi^it'es, and of the Stote 
Deportment of f'ublic Instruction. A comprehensive plonning docuir, »t will 
be prepored by the president's office for r^jview and considerotion by the 
Doord of Governors, offer o tiKirough review of institutiaiol proposals ond 
Hie completion of Ihe necessory speciol studies. 

After tlw Board of Governors has omendeei ond odopted the k^ng-roniy: 
plons, the plan as approved by the Rourd of Governors will be presented to 
the goveriwr, tlie Advisory Budget Commission omi Ihe General AssembI/ 
in November 1987. 
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State Studep' Assistonce and Lovi Agencies 

The North Carolino State Eciocation Assistance Authorit/ functions as the 
state student assistance agency and North Carolina participates in the 
federal state student incentive gront program. North Carolina has a state 
guaranteed loan program under the federal insured loon program. 

Stofe Board of Vocational Education 

The State Boord of Education functions os the State Board of Vocatioroi 
Education. Its authority concerning postsecondory vocational education, 
however, within discretionary iimits, requires concurrence of the State 
Board of Community Colleges.

The N'jrth Corollno Association of Independei^t Colleges and Universities is 
the state-level voluntory membership organization for 38 private colleges 
and universities in the state of tslorth Corolina.

The Board of Governors of The University of North Carolino fur>Ciions as 
the agency for licensing nonpublic educational institutions to gront degrees.

The Boord of Education^ established in 1939, functions oi the 

constitutional governing ogency for 2 public unlversitiesy I public university 
two-yeor branchy k public state colleges and I t%ifo-year public liberal arts 
and trode-technicol institution and as ttie statutory governing board for 3 
two*year Institutions. The brjrd consists of 7 members appointed by the 
governor with the consent of the scnote, all 7 representing the genero' 
public and serving leveiv-year terms of office. In 1977 a nonvoting studen. 
member was provided by statute. Three candidates ore recommended by 
the state student association for a one-yeor term. The board conducts 
plamiing and coordlnotlon activities for public senior and Junior institutions 
and the liberal orts trade-technical Institution both os a matter of policy 
and with constitutional and statutory authority. In odditioni the board hn 
statutory program approval outhority end statutory responsibility to review 
institutional budgets and mdce oonsolidoted budget reccmmendstions for 
public Junior and senior Institutions. The state does not hove an office of 
secretory of education and ttie boord does not function as a cabinet 
deportment. The commissioner of hH^hitt educotion is appointed by the 
board and is the chief executive officer of the system of tU^jher educotion. 
No separate public institutionol governing boards exist in the state.

diploma schools of nursing. The stole does not hove on office of secretary 
of education and the board does not serve os o cabinet department. The

X 13 4 ^like its predecessors, is o strategic plan - on opprooch for planning for 
Q anticipated chonges of this decade. This plan suvjgests that although the 

higher education systetn in Ohio is likely to face continued financial 
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constroints and enrollment uncertolntles during tlie 1980^$ exciting new 
opportunities ore available for strengthening program quality and for 
ossuming o mojor role in revltolizing this stole's economy. The success 
with wMch the changes and the challenges of the next decode ore monogcLd 
will be dependent on sound plarming at the locot, regional and srate levels 
and on increased collaborotlon and cooperotion among the state's public and 
private institutions. 

Stole Student Assistance and Loan Agencies 

The Board of Regents* student assistance office serves as the stole student 
assistance agency and Ohio porticipotes in the federal stole student 
incentive grant program. The stole has o guaranteed loon program under 
the federal insured loan program administered by the Student Loon 
Commission.

The 
Associotion of Independent Colleges and Universities of Ohio Is o voluntary 
niembership organization serving k2 privote colleges and universities in the 
stole. 

Lloensur^Approvol Agencies 

The Board of Regents has approval and licensing authority for the stole's 
private degree-granting institutions. The Department of Edicotion 
oppioves vocational srSools and proprietary schools ore approved by the 
Board of School ond College Kegistrotion. 

Related Nongovemmentol Organization With Stoffs and Programs — 
Representing Both Public and Privote Institutions 

The Ohio College Association is o voluntary mefnbership orgonlzotion 
representing both public and private institutions. Its primary focus is 
morketing higher education opportunities in Ohio. 

The Inter-University Council is a votunlory membership organizniion which 
represents the interests of the stale's 13 public universities and one 
indA|)endent medical school. 

The Ohio Technical and Community College Assacialian is a voluntary 
membership organization wtiich represents the interests of I lie slaters 2^ 
puM'c community and leclviical colleges. i Q 
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The Stote Regents for Higher Education, established by constitutional 
amendment In 1941, is ttw coordinoting agency for all postsecondary 
education in Oklahomo. The membership of the regents is set by the 
constitution of 9 members, appointed for nine-year overlapping terms by 
the governor with the consent of the senate, oil representing the generol 
public. The regents have const i tut lonol responsibility for prescribing 
standards, determining the functions and courses of study, granting 
decrees, setting fees, determining budget needs and making budget 
olfocations to oil public institutions of higher education, both senior and 
junior. In addition, the regents have constitutionol authority for planning 
and coordination of all postsecondory institutions, both public and private. 
Oklohomo does not hove on office of secretary of education and the regents 
do not function os a cabinet department. The executive officer of the 
regents is appointed by the regents onrj serves ot their pleasure. 

institutional Governing Boards 

Oklohonx/s public institutions of higher education ore operated by 17 
governing boards, 3 of which are constitutional and 2 of which govern more 
than I institution. The constitutional boards ore the Board of Kegents of 
the University of Oklohomo, the Board of Regents of Oklahoma Colleges 
which governs 6 senior institutions and the Board of Regents for the 
Oklahoma Agriculturol and MedKnical Colleges which governs Okiotioma 
Stote University, 3 public senior colleges and 2 public junior colleges. With 
the exceptions as noted above, oil other public institutions of hl^jher 
education have separate ond independent stotutory governing boards.

Four permanent planning councils on instruction, groduote 
education and research, extension and public service and finance and 
budgeting hove been formed. Provision was olso mode for ad hoc groups to 
address specific problem areas and one such group hos oeen for<ncd, o Task 
Force on Teacher Education.

In accordance with thr; continuous planning ond 
review process. 
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Stote Student Assistance and Loon Agencies 

Tlie State Regents function as the stote student ossistance ooency 
operoting the federol stote student incentive grant program through the 
Oklmmo tuition old grant program.

The Office of Educational Policy and Planning, established in 1987 and 
replacing the Educational Coordinating Commission, serves as the stotutory 
coordinating agency for oil of education in the state. With respect to 
postsecondary educotion, the office has stotutory authority to review all 
proposed new and existing programs and locations for consistency with 
statewide policy and progroin obiectives. The office has final authority for 
qH>rovol or disapproval of new publicly operated programs having a 
significont adverse impact on a program in another segment of education. 
The office has degree 'granting outhority for certain private and out-of- 
state institutions. The office also has responsibility to ossess the budgetary 
priorities of the educational segments and to make recommendations to the 
governor prior to that office holder's oction on the budget requests. 
Oregon does not hove an office of secretary of education and the office is 
not o cobinet department. 1 he execv«tive officer of the office is appointed 
by the governor and serves at the governors pleasure. 

Institutional Goveming Boordi 

There ore two institutional governing boards in the state - the State Board 
of Education with statutory authority for the supervision and regulation of 
13 community colleges and three service districts each of which has its own 
elected governing board, and the State Boorfj of Higher Education with 
statutory authority for 8 public senior institutions. 

Mostcr Planning 

The Office of Educotionol Policy and Plorining has statutory authority to 
develop, adopt and maintain o compreliensive education picvi and reioted 
policy objectives, which include statewide educational goals and indicators 
appropriate for evoluoting the effectiveness of oil aspects of education 
from {(indergorten through post -groduote programs.

The State Boord of Educotion, creoted by the Generol Assembl/ in I963» is 
organized Into two councils hoving members appointed by the goveriior with 
I he advice and consent of the senate for overlapping terms of six /ears. Of 
the boar(fs 21 inemtMrs, tO serve as members of the Council of Basic 
Education and 10 ore members of the Council of Higher Education with the 
clKiirman of the boord serving on both councils. The board, which is o 
deportrnentol board of the Stole Department of Educotioni is 
representor ve of the generol public os well as the elementar/, secondary 
and postsecondary institutions of education in both the public and private 
sectors. There is o stotutory office of Secretory of Educotion with the 
Stole Department of Educotion as o cabinet*level agency. The board hos 
stotutory authority for planning and coordinotion for Pennsylvania's 

K>stsecondary educotion sectors currently consisting of the Stole System of 
igher Educotion with 14 state universities and 3 branch conpuses; 4 state- 
reloted universities with 2S branch campuses; 14 community colleges; 116 
independent colleges and universities, including 9 junior colleges and 12 
stote-oided institutions; and 62 speciolized associate degree-granting 
institutions, including I state school of technology. 

Ui The State Boud of Education reviews policies, standardSt rules and 
^ regulations formuloted cooperotlvely by the councils end the Departnr>ent 
of Educotion; adepts board policies and principles and estdblishes standards 
governing education in the state; end annually reviews the budget requests 
of the department and of the educotlonal Institutions financed whoMy or in 
port from stote qppropr lot ions recommending opprovol or dlsoppr';vol to 
ttie secretary of education, the governor and the legislature. The Secretary 
of Education amuolly tuixnlts the budget requests ^or education, with 
recommendotions, to the Secretory of Budget. The Oenortment of 
Educotion hos limited program opprovol responsibilities for the various 
sectors of higher education. 

The Stote System of Hi^^ Education is governed by o Board of Governors 
with o chancellor os dhlef executive officer. Subject to the rules and 
regulotions of the Stote Board of Educotion, the Boord ot Governors has 
brood fiscal, personnel and educational policy control over the institutions 
of the system. 

Institutional Governing Boards 

Each university in the State System of Higher Educotion has o council of 
trustees which operotes in occordonce with statute and the rule' and 
regulations odopted by the board of governors. The Board of Trustees of 
Pennsylvania Stote University has authority for the university and its 20 
branch campuses* The Bor*'d of Trustees of the University of Pittsburgh 
lias responsibility for the university and 4 branch campuses. The Boards of 
Trustees of Temple University, with I bronch catnpus, and Lincoln 
University have authority for their respective institutions. In addition, all 
other institutions including the comnrHinlty colleges hove their own 
Q governing boards. 
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Moster PIcYViIng 

Pennsylvania hos developed four master plans. The first in \966 was 
concerned with enrollments, progroms and finances in Ihe public sector. 
The 1971 plan included both state*supported and independent institutions, 
and was problem-oriented with attention directed toward specific issues in 
higher educotion. The third plan, approved by tlie State Boord of Educotion 
in 1978, wos based upon the work of 6 tasl< forces dealing with major issues 
through 3 groduoted planning phases. A fourth plan was adopted in 1986 
and launches on on-going series of related studies. 

A gubernatorial Commission on the Financing of Higher Education has been 
charged to review current methods of financing higher education 
institutions and student financial aid in the state to determine if the best 
methods were being used to distribute scarce resources to the higher 
education sectors. The commission delivered its recommendations to the 
governor in early 198S ond steps have been token to impieinent those 
recommendations. 

State Student Assistance and Loan Agencies 

The Pennsylvanio Higher Education Assistance Agency serves the state's 
control ogency for the administration of the following student financial 
assistance related programs: Stote Higher Educotion Gront (Scholarship) 
Program; State Stifdent Loon Guaranty Program ur»der the federal 
guaranteed student loan programs; State Institutional Assistance Gronis 
Program; Federal State Student Incentive Grant Program; Statewide 
Summer College Work-Study Program; Parent Loons for Undergraduate 
Students; PHEAA HEAL (Health Education Assistance Loon) Program; 
Pennsylvania Family Partnership Program; SUPPLEMENTAL Loan 
Progrom, and Moth/Science Programs which include SEA (Scholars in 
Educotion Award Program), Loon Forgiveness f'rogrom ond STEP (Science
